•IHF INDICTMENT OF TAYLOR. 


Kentucky has again acted, through 
rand jary, daly impaneled as pro- 
ded by the laws of the State. The 
athority of the people, through the 
nurts, baa again been exercised in a 
wfal way. 
A court, vested with 


nthority within its jurisdicHoD, has 
poken for the public and an indict- 
lent subject to the forms of law and 
ne Dsige of courts has been duly 
oand and returned against Taylor, the 
Burping Governor, wherein 
he is 


barged, as concluded from informa- 
ion received, with aiding and abetting 
n the murder of Governor Qoebel, 


From all there is learned from the 


time Goebel was killed, the language 
nsed in the indictment charges Taylor 
with counseling with those who were 
in the plot to murder the Governor of 
the State, and likely in aiding in pro- 
coring or providing the means used to 
kill Goebel. It is believed that Taylor 
bad no connection with the direct act 
of killing, bnt it ia evident that the 
grand jury, through evidence sub- 
mitted to it, came to a conclusion that 
Taylor's connection with proceedings 
which led up to the murder were with 
bis knowledge and consent used to 
furnish the means to Beoure the mur- 
der of the Governor. 


From the time the trouble began it 


has seemed impossible that the killing 
could have occurred without the active 
participation of Taylor in some form 
connected -with a knowledge of the 
intention and object of those engaged 
in the direct work of preparation to 
accomplish tha fact included in the 
killing. 


The truth will be discovered ia time 


through the courts and the guilt fixed 
where it belongs. There will be no 
violence by those who are seeking to 
maintain good government and its 
authority in Kentucky. Those who 
are right are thrice armed against 
violators of law and order, whose 
power is in opposition to the people 
and their authority, and whose promi- 
nence and authority is secured by the 
subversion of the rules and usage of 
enlightened society. 
Tho people of 


the State have set an example to a 
civilized world for forbearance and 
excellent judgment, uuder trying cir- 
cumstances that have been connected 
with the trouble, involving a claim of 
injured innocence by Taylor, that has 
not been surpassed by law-abiding 
people in any part of the globe.
